ChicaiK), March 27.— The ChicaKo, Rock 
Isliind & Faciflo filed ita annwer in court, 
Saturday, to the BurlinfTton's petition that 
the Rook laUnd be oompaUed to handle Bur- 
Uactoaem Th» MIndul iMtm thM 11 
oompetM at may pointa with the 
Burlington *nd otlwr weatem systems, 
and that in January last the Bur- 
lington beg^an to cut rates, depleting itA own 
treasury n-s wi>ll as those of iti rivals, and 
declaring that the cutting of rates 
would continue until the ofBcem of 
all o< tlM railwaya InvolTed in the diaax- 
trotu molt of ita policy ihottld consent 
to abdicate tho powers plar-orl in their 
hands by the sUx-khnldcrs they repre- 
Reiit^-d -not to Ihd »t.oi kholcl('i-3, but to 
what ia generally denominated a "trust," 
which ihould be managed bjr three men, 
who ihould be Taited with the ezoluaiye and 
alMolnte power to make and alter the rates 
whieh riiMld be charged for Iraaaportation 
of penona and property over tlia roadoon- 
ooad, aaoh oompaay to goarantM faithful 
oMiwoatoMwordinoC lia tnwt by de 
poriting larga miM of BMOflif, whioli ahould 
ba nibjeot to tba ooatrol at tha trnit in pay- 
lag flnat amemsd for diiobadlanoa, ata : that 
tiw anom daoUaid to faboUt to tliie demand 
baoaaia tli«]r regarded mob action at Inoon- 
■iitent with the dntiai wliioh tbay owed the 
■tockholdera of Mm ooavaaiea whidi they 
rep rc eented, and a« iatolTlag a violation of 
the laws at the United Statm and of the stote 
in whIdi their railway! were situated. 

In order to ooaroa tiie otlier road* into this 
arrangement, tha Burlington ofllciaU fos- 
tered the strike of its engineers and firemen, 
having first arranged to secure all the sur- 
plus en):;ineen in the United States not be- 
longing to the Brotherhood, with the inten- 
tion of finally spreading the strike to rival 
roads by coiapeiliog them to tiaul Burling- 
Unx earn when it was known that such inter- 
ctiaiige would result in strllue and paralyze 
luch competitors natU thsy ooaasatMl to 
enter the "trust" 

The Rock Island also states tliat, knowing 
the purposes of its rival, it refused to liandle 
Burlington cars until ait agreement 
with its engineers to that effect

Cincinnati Shoemakers. 

Cincinnati, March 27.— The strilte in the 
Cincinnati kIio« fm-torieg is over, but the 
troubles are by no means at an end. The 
old employBH applied for worli at their rc 
spef^ive fat-tories, but a small pro|H)rtii)n 
men ac<-epte<l. Especially wa.s this the cu.su 
at Blocker's shop, where sixty applie<t up to 
8 o'clock, but only six werb alio a'cuI to work. 

Beventy-five ^oenmkers applied at Strib- 
ley's factory and only three la.ster8 were 
given work. 

About two hundred applied at Kripi)en- 
dorf s and only tweuty-flve were given worlt. 
This firm cluinu to have 150 new girls at ' 
work. j

ufacturers: "Will you strike If orderedT'

Oar Tronble In Moroeeo— Dan I el Wllaon

LoNt>oN, March 27.— Mr. Ootohen's conver- 
sion bill will undoubtedly become a law 
with the ultimate effect of greatly weaken- 
aaing tlw Conaarvativa party. Already the 
amall iavaatora hava tfkm tha alarm, but 
their protests thon^ aoar^atlo araunooo- 
certed and the budt of organisation will 
render their op)>osition of little avail. To 
thowaiiids of ]ierson$ whose iolo income i.n 
the 'ntt-rest in the consolidate! annuities, the 
loss of simply one-half of 1 per cent, will be 
a serious matter. 

In no other country of tha world are there 
ao naay genteel poor wIm feel themselves 
oompplled to preserve a respectable apjiear- 
anoe and thjs class the smallest deduction 
from their usual receipts means ii fall from 
tlieir former suiiidard of comfort to compar- 
ative jHiverty. 

It is safe to say that these small iiMiiuit^ints 
are universally Tories in prineini,'. ii..|iire4 
gentlemen or women in many ca-ses i i l.itives 
of the wejilthy Tories whose purse string 
may have to Ih' drawn in their behiilf and 
tho govermiieiit will earn thousands of ene- 
niii^ by th ' p-is-sjige of the measure perhaps 
enough in the lar^'o cities to tUm aavatal 
closaly contested elections. 

One of the most objectionable fe.itures to 
the i)eople interested, is the paynient of a 
premium large in the aKt,'re!;;ite, t-i t.iie 
bankers and brokers, who art a.s the int4'r- 
mediaries in the conversion the sto<'k. 
Though this would stviii to Ix' ii.'i e,s(iry, yet 
the idea of pnttiiiR their hamls in ihc ir own 
pockets and paving the uii(K)piilar (iiiaiiciers 
for depleliii;; their contents of the said 
pockets is e.xHsiM'i .itiiig in the extreme 

The ave rage inv. slor in EiiKlaiitl is pretty 
much at the nieri-v of his financial ailvisorT 
The latter prejudrces him against every sort 
of United titatea investment, althouKh the 
money lost in South American securities, 
mines, tramways, shares, Quanu Islands and 
similiar speculations amounts to many a 
million of pounds and tho sums loaned to 
such bankrupt gDveniineiita as Turkey, 
Spain and I'ortugal are almost incalculable. 
The timid widow or the half-pay officer 
therefore prefera tha low interest of the 
consols to oW AMriMtnlaaoari^ of other fai- 
vestments. 

There is a limit, however, to caution, and 
Mr. OoNchen's saving of interest may result 
in creating a mania for rush speculations, to 
be followed by on inevitable panic and the 
oooaequeut ousting of the Tories from power. 
Rumors at first charged Mr. Gladstone with 
supporting the chancellor's scheme, and if 
the ez-premier had held bis peace and per- 
mitted the Coikservativea to walk blindly 
into their own trap he oould hardly have 
been blamed, but to the relief of his frimids 
be has placed liimself in oppoaitioB to the 
measure, his apparent iMaitaMon marely 
proving tliat with tfim principle is more 
powerful than m ars party a dvantagaa 

We Want Our BlKhts KcHpevted. 
Tan(»ier, March 27. — The poaha on Satur- 
day hehl an interview with his foreign min- 
ister, and as a re.sult his dragoman made a 
proposition to Consul Lewis to relea.se the 
imprisoned proteges of the United States and 
make an amende honorable, providing the 
United States of America will consent to an 
abrogation of treaties so far as the protege 
system is concerned, the pasha giving In ex- 
change the guarantee ttiat American citizens 
shall be secured in Uieir commercial and per 
aonal righta 

The proposition was not acoepteble to 
Consul Lewis, who demands an uncondi- 
tional release of the prisonera, and that tliay 
be indemnified for their unjust detention. 
Without some special authority guaran- 
~ by treaty to the repKseutetives of for- 
eign nations in Morocco, Spain alone, by 
reason of tier military possessions on the 
coaat, would monopolise trada of the 
coualr^. 

Terrible Floode. 

Bkrijn. March 'i7.— Low lyinp; districts 
along the Iwnks uf the rivers KlU- and Vistula 
are inuixlated. The village uf Dornitz is 
iaolatml in the midst of a great lake. A 
nunilier of s ildiers from the nearest garrison, 
after anlnoiis t.llorts, succeeded in reaching 
there with a supply of food for the inhabi- 1 
t&nt«i, but tll'tecn were drowned in the at- 
tiempt. Fiirtlier attempt^i to relieve numer- 1 
ouB villages in a similar position are being ! 
made. The floods, it is estimated, cover two 
huudre<l wpiaro miles of territory, and 
alarming rumors of the extent of damage 
done are cii'culut«<l. 

Einp;^ror Kre<l^rick is deeply concerned at 
the distress and daimige caused by the fioods 
in various parts of Germany, and has or- 
dered his ministers to take all needful steps 
for the raliaf ot sufferers from Umbs inunda- 
tiona 

Rlut In Cork. 

Cork, March 27 -Mr. William O'Brien 
addressed the tenants of Pon.sonby estate at 
Youghal early Saturday iiiorning and at- 
tempted t-o orKanizo the meeting; which tho 
governin. nt l.v piiH laination had forliuldeu 
to held SiilLvipieiiilv he mounted a car 
and liegmi a s|hs c1i to the a.s.sembled crowd, 

but the iK)h Iragged him down and 

charged upon the p<H>ple with drawn batons. 
A serious melee ensued, during which several 
wore woundevl on both sides. It is alleged 
that many of the poLce were st^iblted. Capt. 
Plunkett, in charge of the p<jlice, was 
thrown down and severely beaten and cut 
about the head. Mr. O'llrien ewa[)eil to the 
house of a priest and later harauged a crowd 
in a steble. The police and militia are 
patrolling tha atr aata of Yoa ghaL

Paris, March ij7.~Tlia court of appeals 
has rendered a decision in the case of M. I 
Wilson, who appealed from the de< islon of 
the lower court, which found him guilty of 
complicity in the decoration scandula and 
sentenced him to two years' imprisonment, 
to pay a fine of 3,000 francii and to be de- 
prived of his civil rights for five years. '

Section 1, Article 2, of an act amendatory 
to tba ravenna laws, approved May 17, 
1886. When the present law waa framed 
a tax of $1.25 was propoaad on bank 
atook. A powarfnl lobby put in an ap- 
pearance and the result was a rediicti in 
to 75 cents, Mr. Charlton's bill proposes 
to increase the amount to $1.2S, aa pri- 
marily designed.

Hk ia OM of tha ramarkaMe eharaotors of 
hlatory. Ha waa bora la 1790 aad was 
brought up a cowboy aaiong tha hardsmen 
of tha plaint. Whaa aightaan ha baoaaie tbe 
ovaneer of the oattia aatatea ofawaalthy 
flpuiiard, and at twaoty enlisted ia tbe pa- 
triotfo itruggle of hit oooatry aad aooa rose 
to high raak. Ha dafaatad Oan. Lopea, the 
Bpanlard. was mada ooaunaoder of tbe revo- 
hrtkmary ' fbroaa, aad aoaa aaforotd tha au- 
thority of BoUvar, aad Vaaasoela aad New 
Granada wart ttaitad ' as Columbia. Paea 
btoama a senator aad p retlda u t twioa aad re- 
fatMl a tUrd ttma. 

Tbniagh Ua Inflaaaoa Joaa T. Mooagas
